The officials statements were part

American sources made it clear 
yesterday that they did not expect 
Israel to seek deferment of its debt- 
repayment schedule. They said the 
remittance to Israel this month of the 
entire fiscal 1985 economic-aid pack- 
age — $1.2 billion — should be suffi- 
cient to tide Israel through its crisis 
while Jerusalem takes the necessary 
measures to cure the economy.

Drastic action to halt the coun-

Urgent meetings are underway on 
the scheme, and on ways to slash a 
further $1.5 billion from the budget. 

Reliable sources told The Jeru- 
salem Post ast night that the aim was 
to try to make the cutbacks without 
imposing new taxes or reducing the 
subsidies on basic commodities. In- 
stead, it is hoped the axe will fall on 
government purchases of goods and 
services. 

The team of experts are Profs. 
Tzvi Zussman. Eliezer Shefer, 
Eytan Bergiass and Nissan Liviatan. 
They have been joined by top offi- 
cials at the Treasury and the Bank of 
Israe] research department under 
the leadership of the Finance Minis- 
try Director-General Emanuel Shar- 
on, who is coordinating the plan of 
action. 

They met at the Treasury yester- 
‘day to consider the implications of 
several alternative economic 
schemes. 

But according to the sources the 
experts are divided as to the best 
ways to solve the crisis. 

Most of the experts want to cut 
$1.5b. from the budget — before or 
even instead of any dollarization 
plan. This would be in addition to 
the $1b. cut already agreed to by the 
cabinet. 

However, other members of the 
team have proposed the immediate 
semi-dollarization plan -- even be- 
fore any cut in the budget -- as a 
med measure roca at im- 
mediat ately stopping tion, 

proposing first ta axe the 
hr insist that without such a step 
the public will not believe that the 
economy is headed for a radical 
change, and inflation will continue. 

Some of the experts have stressed 
during the deliberations about a 

package deal on taxes, wages and 
prices that the existing Cost of Living 


arrangements have not been a factor 
fuelling inflation. In fact some of the 
committee members believe that 
‘wage accords during the last five 
years have helped curb inflation. 

The experts have also stressed that 
the economy has reached a point 
. where a further slowdown in its 
activity will not help improve the 
balance of payments situation, and 
only through a drastic cut in govern- 
ment spending will such a target be 
achieved. 

Some hours before the experts 
met the Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee ended two hours of talks on 
the current economic situation ~ a 
debate that according to some of its 
participants was described as “fruit- 
less.” 


The debate was opened by Minis- 
ter Without Portfolio Moshe Arens 
who proposed to link wages to the 
dollar. He claimed that Israel's infla- 
tion was not caused by real factors, 
but instead by its system of indexa- 
tions. 

At one point the debate turacd 
into an angry exchange of accusa- ~ 
tions between the ministers after 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Moshe Katzav tried to say that for- 
mer Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
had contributed to lower inflation at 
least for a limited period of time.

India seals border for cricket game 


NEW DELHI (AP). — India sealed 
its border with Pakistan yesterday 
for five days in an apparent attempt 
to prevent Sikh extremists from cros- 
sing over to Pakistan during a cricket 
match in Lahore.

Beduin children kept home 
to protest school teenater

children from Lugia and neighbour- 
ing settlements in the Negev have 
been out of school since the school 
year began in protest against the 
education Ministry's decision to 
send 25Useventh-, eighth- and ninth- 
graders to the comprehensive school 
at Tel Sheva. 

Ala press conference here yester- 


day, Sheikh Hassan Elsana said his ἡ 


tribe has its own ways and does not 
want its children, especially the girls, 
being educted elsewhere. He went 
on to express concern that the deci- 
sion to send the children to school 20 
kilometres away is the first step in 
driving the Beduin off their land. 
Asked why kindergarten and 
elementary school children are being 
kept out of school when the matter 
concerns onlv the junior-high 
grades, he said younger ones will 
have no way of getting to school if 
their older brothers, who nonmally 


take them to school and back, are 
sent to study elsewhere. 

“And besides,” he said “nobody 
pays much attention to us with 
almost 2,000 children out of school: 
if there were only 250, who would 
care?” 

He complaoned that neither 
Education Minister Yitzhak Navon 
nor Ministry Director-general Eliez- 
er Shmueli have found time to meet 
with the Beduin on the matter. 

Asked for his reaction, Amram 
Melitz, director of the region in the 
Education Ministry, said that send- 
ing the Lagia children to Tel Sheva is 
to afford them higher standards and 
fo enable more of them to complete 
high school. 

Melitz dismissed as groundless 
Beduin fears that there are plans to 
drive them out of Lagaia, He noted 
that Navon has pledged to expedite 
the building of a new elementary 
school in the village to replace the 
shacks where classes are now held.

According to Asher Levy, the 
reasons for Ata’s degeneration are 
almost entirely financial. He points 
out that the recovery plan was based 
on an annual inflation rate of 200 per 
cent, not 400 per cent. This, coupled 
with the devaluation of the shekel, 
caused the cost of financing to rise 
considerably. 

The company’s debts were dollar- 
linked, while goods were sold in 
shekels on credit for up to 60 days. 
Thus inflation eroded much of the 
money received. 

The dollar linkage, Levy adds, 
also affected Ata’s export sales, 
which were mainly to European 
countries whose currencies were fali- 
ing steadily against the U.S. dollar. 

Levy stresses that the financial 


[| situation was so serious that Ata 


wanted to cancel export orders 
worth between $2 and $3m. because 
it would lose money. These include 
exports intended for one of Ata’s 
biggest foreign clients, the British 
Marks and Spencer chain. - 

Contrary to reports, he says, 
$15m. bas been ploughed into Ata 
since Eisenberg took over the con- 
cem in 1978. For the previous four 
years it had been in the bands of a 
receiver after Ata’s former owner, 
Swiss businessman Tibor Rosen- 
baum, went bankrupt. 

Levy emphasizes that when the 
financial crisis overtook the com- 
pany at the end of 1983, it was the 
Eisenberg group that came to the 
rescue again. It raised $6m. of the 
$10m. loan by the issue of share 
rights on the stock market. Since 
Eisenberg was the underwriter for 
this issue, its companies had to pick 
up nearly all the stocks.

— 
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The remainder of the loan was 
made up of $1.5m. given by the 
government in the form of a guaran- 
teed loan with a further $500,000 
from the Defence Ministry as an 
advanced payment for orders. Loans 
of $1.5m. from Bank. Leumi. which 
at that time held a sizeable number 
of Ata’s shares. and $500.000 from 
Bank Discount made up the total. 

In fairness, the final figure was 
considerably less than the company 
had wanted. It originally requested 
$10m. from the government. while 
Eisenberg promised a further $4m. 
towards paying off Ata’s debts. 
which even then amounted to nearly 
$20m. 

But the $10m. loan proved at best 
to be only a stop-gap measure. Most 
of the money, instead of being used 
to build up the firm's working capit- 
al, went to pay off crippling debts 
and to cover ongoing losses. 

Without the resources to tide it 
over from the purchase of raw mate- 
tials to the moment of ‘payment for 
finished products, Ata’s debts con- 
tinued to mount. 

The firm's cash-flow

probably have been enough to in- 
validate the recovery plan—even if it 
had been fully and wisely im- 
plemented. Management's failure in 
this respect made doubly sure that 
the rescue attempt was doomed. 


THE FIRST STAGE of the plan 
called for the dismissal of 550 em- 
ployees from Ata's plants in Haifa 
and the north, the closure of several 
non-profitable production lines in- 
cluding towels and diapers, and the 
introduction of a five-day working 
week. 

Weaving operations were to have 
been centralized at the two main 
factories in Kiryat Ata and Kurdani, 
and the number of shifts in this 
section cut from three to two. 

Cuts, albeit on a lesser scale, were 
also proposed for Ata's plants and 
sewing workshops in Carmiel, 
Nazareth, Tiberias and Yirka. 

The successful completion of 
these streamlining measures should 
have been followed by stage two -- 
investment in new machinery and 

- marketing to boost exports. | 

Management, however. failed 
conspicuously to achieve even part 
of its initial goals and the second 
phase of the flaunted recovery prog- 
ramme never got off the drawing 
board. 


, The workers themselves put the 
blame for the breakdown squarely 
on the shoulders of the manage- 
ment, although they denied a state- 
ment made by Levy that only 200 
employees were dismissed. 

They charge that changes in man- 
agement personnel, af a time when 
consistency was essential to see the 
rescue plan through to fruition, 
made it impossible to implement a 
comprehensive programme. 

The employees point to the fact 
that Levy himseif only became chair- 
man of Ata at the end of August and 
knew less about the firm's activities 
than they did themselves. 

Levy was appointed by the Eisen- 
berg group as acting chairman of the 
board of directors ostensibly to find 
a way of saving the ailing company. 

Yet Levy himself has stated that 
there is litdle or no hope of rescuing 
the company. He told the press con- 
ference in Tel Aviv that even if 
somebody is found to pump $20m. to 
$25m. into the company over the 
next two years, “We are not sure 
that the rehabilitation process will 
succeed," 

On the basis of his own words 


appears to be presiding over its 
downfall. 


According to information gar- 
uered by Jerusalem Post finance re- 
porter Pinhas Landau. Levy's pre- 
vious experience in the textile trade 
is nil -- unless his period of managing 
Nazareth Carpets (owned by Agudat 
Yisrael MK Avrabam Shapira) 
counts. . 

His sudden appointment as chair- 
man of one of the hottest industrial 
potatoes in the country was there- 
fore something of 2 surprise and 
received with more than a modicum 
of suspicion by the Ata workers. 
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NOT ONLY WAS Levy acting 
chairman of the board of directors. 
he also took over the running (latter- 
ly. the non-running) of Ata’s daily 
affairs. For shortly after Levy's 
appointment. the company’s then 
managing director. Johnnie Carmi, 
resigned — reportedly because he did 
not like somebody being brought in 
over his head. 

Carmi himself was appointed only 
in January this year and was charged 
with the task of implementing the 
recovery programme. He replaced 
former managing director David 
Arbel who resigned for “personal 
reasons” shortly after the $10m. loan 
was secured, 

Carmi certainly had his hands full. 
and not just with Αἴ financial 
problems. Even before the first crisis 
broke. Marks and Spencer 
announced that jt would not place 
any more orders unless Ata im- 
proved the quality of its products. 
Ata’s reputation had been founded 
on quality and the statement by the 
English firm was an indication of 
how low the company has fallen. 

Marks and Spencer relen- 
ted, however, and a new contract was 
signed — but only after the interven- 
tion of Labour party leader Shimon

DESPITE FHESE problems, Carmi 

was sufficiently confident of the ulti- 

mate success of the recovery plan to

In fact 
export sales for January-October 
this year came to only $5.65m. 

There were a number of shake-ups 
in management personnel during 
Carmi’s short-lived reign, including 
the dismissal of the firm's finance 
and export managers. Another of 
those who left was company secret- 
ary Emanuel Solomonov, who had 
played a key role in steering Ata 
through the first crisis. 

Changes also took place over the 
same period in the hierarchy of Ata’s 
board of directors and within the

Eisenberg group itself. Notable 
among those who departed the scene 
was Eisenberg group chairman 
Michael Albin. 


Some of the $10m. loan was in- 
vested in the company but, instead 
of being used to replace outdated 
equipment us the workers wanted, it 
was spent on giving the firm's stores 
a facelift. And the emphasis of the 
recovery programme was 1 laced on 
strengthening the home market, not 
on exports as the Ministry of Indus- 
try and Trade had demanded, 

Teta. the retail affiliate, also 
bought Alaska Sportlife, a textile 
firm specializing in young fashion 
clothes. The reason for taking on 
another clothing firm when it was 
obvious that the problems of the 
parent company, Ata, was far from 
solved is still not clear. 

Presumably, the company decided 
to buy Alaska as part of its push to 
capture more of the home market by 
complementing the Ata range of 
garments, which cater mainly for the 
more conservative-minded. More 
obtuse, however, was the reasoning 
behind the management's insistence 
on marketing all Ata’s products 
through Teta shops. while allowing 
Teta to selll other Israeli and foreign- 
manufactured items. “" “ "~~ 

Ata employees cited these'as ex- 
amples of the “mismanagement” 
which they maintain have put the 
firm in its present predicament. As 
the works committee chairman Pin- 
chas Groob points out. Teta is an 
abbreviation for Textil Totzeret 
Ha*Aretz (locally produced tex- 
tiles), an inappropriate name for a 
firm that also retails foreign pro- 
ducts. 

“We accept that the company had 
financial problems which were made 
worse by inflation and other econo- 
mic factors, but that doesn't excuse 
all the mistakes the management 
made here at the factory,” he said.

knowing what was going to happen 
from one day to the next. 

“The purchase of Alaska, which 
was also in financial difficulties. 
seeméd foolish to us. According to 
our information. it’s costing hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to pay 
off Alaska’s debts. 

“If management is doing its jab 
properly, it should be aware of all 
the factors, including market trends 
at home and abroad, and plan accor- 
dingly. 

“The trouble is that Ata’s owners 
are business people, not industrial- 
ists, but you can't run a factory like 
you play the stock market. There's 
no such thing as a quick profit. You 
need patience and experience to 
manage a firm like Ata — and those 
qualities have been sadly tacking in 
Tecent years. ἡ 

“When we pointed out these mis- 
takes to management we were told 
that it was not our business. The fact 
is that Aca is not just our business, its 
our lives.” 

As early as August, the ministry 
received ἃ report from its investiga~ 
tory team. Uniess a new and far- 
reaching recovery programme was 
put into operation immediately. the 
Teport stated, Ata’s problems would 
continue to grow and there would be 
no hope for improvement. 


MANY OF ATA’S employees live 
in Kiryat Ata or nearby towns, in- 
cluding Haifa. But there is also a 
large number of Druse and Arab 
workers. [f the firm is closed down, 
the shock waves will be felt in vil- 
lages throughout the Galilee. 

One man who described himself us 
a “typical” Ata worker said it would 
be a disaster for everybody if the 
firm is closed down. 

“Lam the only breadwinner in the 


‘family and 1 have a wife and four 


children to support. I'm no longer a 
young man so if 1 lose my job here 1 
will be out of work and the govern- 
ment will have to support me. 

“If the state can afford to pay 
unemployment money for the 2,000 
people here who would lose their 
jobs if Ata shuts down, then it can 
afford to put in some money to keep 
the factory going,” he said. 

Kiryat Ata mayor Ya‘acov Ben 
Daniel has had more than his fair 
share of problems lately trying to 
keep municipal services running in 
the face of massive debts. He is 
keenly aware of the consequences ~ 
and not just in terms of lost rates 
revenue — if Ata closes down. 

The effect on the social and econo- 
mic life of the town would be shatter- 
ing. Worse still would be the psycho- 
logical blow of seeing one of the 
Leah oldest firms going under. he 
said. 

Haifa Labour Council official 
Avraham Hameizi, who is responsi- 
ble for the textile workers, is opti- 
mistic that the worst will not happen, 
He emphasizes that Ata’s products 
are still in demand, pointing out that 
the company has a market for its 
products both at home and abroad. 

Unlike many of Ata's employees, 
Hameiri ts wary of apportioning 
blame for the collapse of the recov- 
ery plan while there is still 2 chance, 
however remote it may seem at pre- 
sent, that Eisenberg and the govern- 
ment may achieve some sort of deal. 


His primary task is not to castigate 
but to mediate, in the hope that a 
way can be found to save the firm 
and secure the livelihood of its em- 
ployees. The recriminations can wait 
for later -- provided that for Ata 
there is a later.

Rabbinical authorities are prolonging the 


agony of divorce for thousands of 
israeli women, reports Nomi Morris. 


vorce if he can prove his wife has 
committed adultery, if she has been 
childless for 10 years or if she has 
psychiatric problems. Even if a man 
1s not granted a divorce, if he lives 
with another woman and has chil- 
dren they are not considered bas- 
tards. 

For a woman, on the other hand, 
nO reason is good enough if her 
Spouse does not agree. V: had 
a male friend testify in court that he 
had slept with her, but this was not 
considered by her husband and the 
judge as sufficient evidence, because 
there were πὸ witnesses. 

“Would they like an invitation 
into the bedroom? It is 8. cruel game 
that is being played,” she said. 

Valency accuses not only the reli- 
gious parties for not dealing with the 
problem. She has also turned to 
Shulamit Aloni of the Citizens 
Rights Movement and Amnon 
Rubenstein of the’ Democratic 
Movement for Change. Valency 
asserts that Aloni promised to help 
her with publicity but has not yet 
come through, and Rubenstein did 


fot even respond to her letter of 


appeal. 

“Shulamit Aloni is too busy with 
her war against Shabbat in Petah 

_ Tikva to do anything for us and 
Rubenstein is fighting to better the 
conditions for those in jail, before 
betping those of us who have com- 
mitted no crime. Who can help us in 


the Knesset if not them?” she asked. 

The association prefers 2 halachic 
solution to the problem. If the rabbi- 
nical judges refuse to apply the mea- 
sures that Jewish law provides. there 
is another alternative. A pre-nuptial 
agreement, such as one used in the 
U.S., can be signed by bath parties 
before marriage. granting the rabbi- 
nical court authority to decide a case 
should a divorce dispute arise. If this 
system were in operation, the judge 
could not claim that he is powerless if 
one of the spouses does not agree to 
the divorce. 

Only if this sort of solution cannot 

be achieved will the option of civil 
divorce be demanded. The associa~ 
tion plans to recruit more women, 
meet we rabbis, bold demonstra~ 
tions and contact Diaspora Jewry to 
make people aware of the aguna 
issue. 
“It we sit quietly, nobody will 
think that there is anything wrong 
with the present system, but if we 
make a lot of noise. the rabbinical 
courts will have to pay attention.” 
said Valency. 

A volunteer organization estab- 
lished seven months ago. the Prison- 
ers of Rabbinical Courts is the first 
action-oriented association of the 
victims. Their first demonstration 
yielded over 100 signatures on ἃ 
petition and an invitation by the 
secretary of Hechal Shlomo to come 
back for a meeting.

resistance, to infuse itself with a 
sense of urgency appropriate to the 
severity of the economic crisis that is 
upon os. The disjointed steps that 
have been taken in the imposition of 
various taxes were meant mainly to 
impress Washington on the eve of 
Prime Minister Peres’ visit there. 
This sense of urgency is now being 
brought about by the publication of 
the September cost-of-living index, 
‘by the universal conviction that the 
October index will push the annual 
rate of inflation even higher. over 


. the 1,000 per cent mark, and by the 


fact thar Washington was not im- 


It is too early to see beyond the 
public relations that surrounded the 
Peres visit to Washington. But what 
is now clear is that inflation is out of 
control. It took the late Simha 
Ebriich, the Likud’s first finance 
minister, two-and-a-half years to 
jack up the inflation rate from the 
high 30s which he inherited to over 
100 per cent. (Remember the 
Likud’s 1977 election pitch — “Give. 
us two years and we'll get inflation 
down to close to zero”?). 

It took Yoram Aridor a similar 
period to get inflation to over 200 per 
cent. And it took Cohen-Orgad less ° 
than a year, aided it is true by his 
party’s total irresponsibility in - 
loosening all restraints in the con- 
duct of its election campaign, to get 
it to 400 per cent. 

It has now taken the new national 
unity government a month to get it to 
900 per cent, and the 1,000 per 
cent-plus level is just one month 
away. 

IT SHOULD BE noted that the 
major explanation for the all-time- 
high September index of 21.4 per 
cent was the slashing of povernmpnt 
subsidies on basic commodities and 
the continuing inflationary atmos- 
phere which permitted manufactu- 
rers and retailers to cash in on the 
ambience of economic anarchy and

But it should also be noted that the 
slashing of subsidies was supposed to 


. be butapayt ofa much broader cut in 


the government's operative budgets. 
As far as one can tell. nearly a month 
after the decision was taken to cut 
the budget by $1 billion most of that 
cut remains fictitious. 

Indications. are that the Amer- 
icans did not buy the disjointed ideas 
which came in place of ἃ coherent 
economic policy. The $1.2b. adv- 
ance on next vear's aid was already 
promised long before the Peres visit. 

The moratorium on the repay- 
ment of Israel's debts to Washmg- 
ton, totalling half a billion dollars. 
until next March may well have been 
ἃ gesture τὸ Peres.

sword. On the one hand. it 
gives the Israeli government a few 
months breathing space to begin 
executing a Stringent belt- -tightening 
policy on both the public and private 
spending levels without totally en- 
dangering the country’s meagre 
foreign currency reserves.

WHAT WAS GAINED in

As for whut role Jordan might play 
in un Israeli withdrawal. Weinberger 
said he did not discuss this in detail 
with the Jordanian monarch and 
wanted to report to President 
Reagan on his trip before comment- 
ing further. 

Hussein, who visited Iraq for talks 
with President Saddam Hussein this 
week. told Weinberger relations be- 
tween Itaq and the U.S. are impro- 
ving. The defence secretary said this 
is “a very good thing.” 


Weinberger did not say whether 
Jordan might be ready to enter a 
broadened Middle East peace pro- 
cess, and declined to speculate on 
whether Iraq might also re-establish 
relutions with Egypt. 

Weinberger said Jordanian offi- 
cials, who are known to want soph- 
isticated F-16 fighter aircraft and 
anti-aircraft missiles from Washing-

Before leaving Jerusalem for Jor- 
dan. Weinberger said Washington 
was releasing to Israel technology 
for use in its planned Lavi fighter- 
bomber and also would consider an 
Israeli request for diesel submarines.

From the way Iraq publicized 
vesterday's Iranian offensive — state 
television even started broadcasting 
seven hours early -- it was clear that 
the fraqi authorities were trying to 
show they were in full control of the 
central sector. ;

Israel sets conditions 


for accord on Lebanon

Israel has set out its conditions 
for ‘a “political understanding 
with Syria“ and ‘a military 
agreement with Lebanon™ over 
South Lebanon security. But 
projected military talks between 
the IDF and the Lebanese Army 
have already run aground over 
the question of the formal 
framework. ᾿ 
High Israeli officials reiterated last 
night that they would not agree to 
the talks being held in the 
framework of the Israel-Lebanon 
Mixed Armistice Commission 
{IImac) which Israel has considered 
dead and buried since 1967. 

But reports from Lebanon said the 
Beirut government was indeed 
asserting that the talks would be a 
revival of the Imac. 

Israel has already agreed to Leba- 
non’s demand that the talks involve 
only military officers -- a concessian 
to the Lebanese and Syrians that the 
talks have no political import. Israel 
has also agreed that the talks be held 
under UN chairmanship at the Unifil 
headquarters at Nakoura. 

An Official said jast night that 
Israel is “awaiting an invitation.” 
and would respond at once -- if there 
is no attempt to label the talks an 
Iimac session. 

Top UN political officer Jean- 
Claude. Aimee has been sent from 
New York in a behind-the-scenes 
effort to overcome the obstacles and 
get the talks started. He is working 
with the Unifil commander Gen. 


William Callaghan. 


Some observers have argued that 
if the invitation comes from Cal- 
laghan, and Callaghan is in the chair, 
this could suffice for Israel -- since 
Unifil did not exist when the Ilmac 
was created in 1949, under the 
Armistice Agreement‘of that year. 

During the mid-1970s. when Shi- 
mon Peres was defence minister and 
Yitzhak Rabin premier. a series of 
meetings was held between the IDF 
and the Lebanese Army, with the 
Lebanese referring to them as Imac 
sessions and the Israelis insisting 
they were not Ilmac meetings. 

Unifil spokesman Timor Goksel 
said yesterday that UN Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
“has asked Callaghan to explore the 
possibility of initiating military-level 
talks between Lebanon and Israel 
under UN auspices." 

Israel meanwhile has marshalled 
its conditions for withdrawal from 
Lebanon in an official statement 
issued by the Prime Minister’sOffice 
on Wednesday. 

Citing Premier Peres at a meeting 


with visiting U.S. Defence Secretary - 


Caspar Weinberger. the statement 
said Peres had laid down four con- 
ditions:*‘A. A Syrian commitment 
not to expand the deployment of its 
forces into areas to be evacuated by 
the IDF; 

B. A Syrian commitment to prevent 
terrorist infiltrations from the areas 
held by the Syrian Army; 

C. The continued existence of the 
South Lebanon Army under Gen. 
Antoine Lahad, and its deployment 
in the southern area contiguous with 


the Isracli border; 

Ὁ. The deployment of Unifil units in ἃ 
zone north of the SLA strip, from the 
Mediterranean in the west to the 


- Syrian lines in the east.” 


+ The statement said that Israel has 
“no intention of compromising over 
these security arrangements, Israel 
believes they can be implemented 
within a reasonable time-frame.” 

Political observers saw the state- 
ment as a move by Peres to end 
specutation which had surfaced in 
the media over apparent differences 
between himself and Rabin over 
Lebanon. This speculation followed 
Peres's public references in the U.S. 
to the possibility of a partial IDF 
pullback from the western sector of 
South Lebanon if the Syrians refuse 
to reach a comprehensive under- 
Standing on security arrangements 
throughout South Lebanon. 

Peres and Rabin are understood 
to have worked on Wednesday's 
statement together. Both Rabin and 
Vice Premier Shamir attended 
Peres's meeting with Weinberger. 

The U.S. Secretary told newsmen 
later he had found Israel willing to 
leave Lebanon “when proper secur- 
ity arrangements for her border have 
been reached.” Israeli officials, 
quoted by the Associated Press, said 
later that Weinberger had raised no 
objection to the Israeli conditions. 

The Isrueli statement of condi- 
tions will presumably be incorpo- 
rated in the premier’s address to the 
Knesset at the opening of the winter 
term on Monday. On October 28 the 
cabinet is scheduled to hold a de- 
tailed debate on Lebanon policy. 


More Soviet military aid for Syria 


MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet Union and Svria yester- 
day agreed on further Kremlin military aid to Damascus, 
| but apparently failed to resolve what diplomats have 
called their differences on the Palestinian question and a 


number of other Mideast issues. 


Assad retumed to Damascus yesterday. and che 
Official Syrian news agency said his talks in Moscow were 


“successful. 


A communique published by the official news agency 
Tass following the visit of Syrian President Hafez Assad 
stressed that meetings such as his Kremlin talks Tuesday 
with President Konstantin Chernenko “are useful and 


important.” 


. But it gave no hint that the Syrians and Soviets have 
resolved past disputes over the future of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and Moscow's recent overtures 


to moderate Arab nations. 


Similarly, the communique did not suggest that. 


Assad’s visit will divert the Soviets from recent overtures 
made to Jordan and Egypt. 

It said that the Soviet Union “valued highly the 
principled position of Syria in Middle East Affairs" and 


its role in combating the Americans and Israelis in 


Lebanon. 


But it did not openly e 


support for Syria's 


condemnation of the resumption of diplomatic relations 


between Egypt and Jordan, two nations recently culti- 
vated by the Kremlin. 

Soviet officials have told western diplomats in Moscow 
that Jordan's King Hussein is expected to visit this fall, 


and the Soviets and Egyptians recently exchanged 


ambassadors for the first time since 1981. 
The Iraqi foreign minister was expected to arrive in 
Moscow yesterday. reflecting Soviet support for Iraq in 


its war with Iran. Syria, by contrast, has backed Teheran 


in the conflict.

Christian sect founder 
Emma Berger at 64

HAIFA.—Emma Berger, the found- 
er and spiritual leader of the German 


Beth-El sect of fundamentalist 
Christians, was buried in the Protes- 


tant cemetery here on Wednesday 


afternoon. 

Berger, a 64-year-old nurse, 
established the sect's controversial, 
large farming-industrial complex 
operated voluntarily by its members 
in the Zichron Ya'acov area. She 
died of intestinal trouble in Zichron 
Ya‘acov on Monday. She is survived 
by her younger sister, Elsa. 

The funeral was attended by about 
300 moumers, mostly sect members 
and Israelis who had had business 
contacts with the deceased. The 
German Embassy was represented 
by its honorary consul in Haifa, Ose 
Kiesler.

Tran again fails to unseat Israel at UN

UNITED NATIONS: - Israel won a 
clear victory Wednesday when the 
General Assembly voted not to con- 
sider an Iranian motion to reject 
Israel's credentials asa UN member. 


The vote on a motion by Denmark 
that the Iranian motion to expel 
Israel not be considered by the 
General Assembly was adopted with 
80 nations in favour, 41 voting 
against it, and 21 abstaining. 

‘The results were a slight improve- 
ment for Israel over the vote on an 
indentical motion by Iran last fall. 
The totals last year were 79 in favour 
of a Norweigan motion not to con- 
sider the Iranian resolution and 43 
opposed. An identical Iranian mo- 
tion was also defeated in 1982. 

The debate over the Iranian mo- 
tion, which was backed by Syria and 
Libya, marked the debut of Israel's. 
new ambassador Binyamim Netany- 
ahu. After the vote, Netanyahu 
hailed the defeat as “a hopeful sign”

which, be said, reflects the belief ofa 
majority of member nations that 
“universality is the essence of the 
United Nations.” 

‘The vote this year contained signi- 
ficant changes from last 2 hag Iraq, 
which had supported the Iranian

Both Jordan and Lebanon did not 
vote, While Epypt voted in favour of 
the motion to kill the Iranian resola- 
tion as it did last year, 

All of the other Arab states voted 
against the Danish motion. Allofthe 
Soviet Bloc states voted against kill- 
ing the Iranian resolution with the 
exception of Rumania, which sup- 
ported the Danish motion. China, 
India and Yugoslavia abstained, as 
did Ethiopia, Nigeria and Mozambi- 
que. 


During the debate, the Iranian 
delegate accused Israel of “genocide 
and massacres,” at Deir Yassin and 
Sabra and Shatilla, which he said

Ankara, Baghdad to cooperate 
against Kurdish separatists 


ANKARA (Reuter). — Prime Minis- 
ter Turgut Ozal yesterday said Tur- 
key and Iraq are ready to cooperate 
in a fight against Kurdish guerillas. 
but a foreign ministry official denied 
Turkish troops had already crossed 
into Iraq. 

Ozal was addressing parliament 
after a spate of attacks by guerrillas 
on soldiers in the last two months, as 
Turkish newspapers reported that 
troops had advanced up to 15 
kilometres into Lraq over a 120km. 
front. 

He said that during Foreign Minis- 
ter Vahit Halefoglu’s visit to Bagh- 
dad last weekend, “the sides agreed 
on fighting in coordination when it is 
deemed necessary.” 

Ozal said that because of the war 
between Iran and Iraq there had 


been “a vacuum of authority™ in the 
region of those countries’ borders 
with Turkey. 


“Some of the incidents were 
caused because these two countries 
wish to use these separatist powers 
against each other,” he said. 

Turkey has blamed attacks on its 
forces on the Kurdish Workers’ Par- 
ty - said to share bases in Iraq with 
the Democratic Party of Kurdistan. 
which has helped Iran in the Gulf 
War.

“separatist terrorists,” Ozal said 
they had links with Armenian and 
Communist groups and operated 
with foreign support which included.

Every opening needs to be ex- 
ploited ‘through hard thinking, inten- 
sive research and careful planning. 
Extending the season means, among 
other possibilities, developing stor- 
age facilities. “Suppose uj ficionades 
overseas eat one Sharon fruit a day. 
If we can store it efficiently enough 
to let them go on eating this delicacy 
for 200 successive days, we've made 
it.” Amiad concludes cheerfully. 

There is a part-solution here to the 
vexatious problem of the moshavim 
or smallholder villages. There are 
probably too many of them, and 
some may have to close down, 
though not because it's impossible 
for them to make a living this way. 
Adjustments are necessary. The 
pairing of contingent plots (and wa- 
ter allocations) should be encour- 
aged. This would provide the tenant 
with a larger farm unit. 

At the same time, the Planning 
authorities should sponsor intensive 
cultivation, in these settlements, of 

“high-technology” crops which can 
command a growing market, despite 
increased international competition, 
This is the view of experts like 
Amiad and Seif, “Israel's agriculture 
still has a sensational reputation 
abroad,” they say.

The weekly reading of the Tora 
has never been confined to synago- 
gue ritual, nor was it limited to the 
Sabbath. It accompanied every Jew, 
young and old, scholars and ordinary 
folks alike, throughout the week. 
One lived with it every day of the 
year as one lives with the daily 
sunrise and sunset. The season 
turned cold and snowy when 
“Miketz” or “Vayigash” were read, 
and it became hot when “‘Shoftim” 
or “‘Re’eh” came around. One knew 
that spring was here when the por- 
tions of the book of Leviticus 
ay . 


‘THE TEXT READ remained al- 


ways the same. One is not allowed to 
change an iota in the written Tora. 
Yet, in the’ eyes of the readers it 
never seemed old or repetitious, 
antiquated or dated. Every year, as 
the reading of the new week came 


- around, it looked and tasted new and 
fresh. 


There were always new in- 
sights found in the text as the flow of 
new translations and commentaries 
‘never ceased.

A weekly renewal

“There are,” said the rabbis. “70 
faces to the Tora.” And that 70 
became 700 and more. There was 


- always a “new face" when one read 


the portion. and it was always fasci- 
nating and enthralling. 

A few hundred years ago, a man 
wrote a book which contained no 
less than 913 different interpreta- 
tions of Bereshit, the first word of the 


τ Tora. He stopped at 913, because 


that is the numerical value of the 
word according to the system of 
Gematria, in which b=2, r=200, 
a=1, sh=300, i=10 and t=400. 


READERS OF THE TORA were 
never- bothered by the simpleton’s 
question, which is often shared by 
the so-called “scientific mind”: Of 
all the commentaries, which is the 
“true” or “real” one? They knew. as 
keen students of hermeneutics and 
ern literary criticism know, that 
hat differentiates great literature 
mits lesser counterpart is, that 


“real.” And what is true of great 


literature is certainly true of the 
word of God. 


The rabbis liken it to a letter from 
a loved one who has gone on a long 
journey. In our longing for the ab- 
sent beloved, how maay times do we 
read and re-read that letter; how 
much meaning do we read into it; 
and how many different interpreta- 
tions of every word come to our 
tind with every new reading! 

The Tora is the letter which our 
lover left us before he departed for 
far away, where we can have no 
direct contact with him. Our only 
way to be with him is to read and 
re-read the letter. We do this every 
Sabbath as we read ἃ portion of the 
Tora. If we are lucky we hear him 
and sense him again and again, al- 
ways new, always fresh. 

Each week provides us not only 
with a new text, but also with a new 

nce. The content of the por- 
tion read becomes part of the house- 
hold for that week. The Tora reading 
was never the sole province of scho- 
lars or rabbis. Everyone had a share 


- Of it, according to his own level. 


The vast literature of the Midrash, 


if you're looking 
yourself to 
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with its popular commentaries, para- 
bles and stories, was created by 
rabbis and preachers who taught the 
preg to the masses over a period 
1,000 years (between around 300 
BCE and 700 CE). This activity was 
continued afterwards by the great 
medieval Tora commentators 
Saadia, Rashi, Ibn Ezra, Rashbam, 
Nahmanides and many others, and 
during the following centuries, in 
ular works written in languages 
cokes by Jews in their dispersion. © 
What the anthology M’Am Loez 
was for hundreds of years for the 
Ladino-speaking Jewish communi- 
ties, the Tzena Ure'ena was for those 


. who spoke Yiddish. These books 


brought the message and insights of 


’ the Tora into every home. The latter 


work, which became especially iden- 
tified as a book to be read by women, 
was printed in no less than 210 
editions. ™ : 


In introducing the book to the 
English reader (currently in a new 
translation), its publisher, Reb Meir 
Holder, describes the place of the

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Yiddish book in the life of the East- 
ern European shtet!: 

‘Snatching a tranquil hour from 
her chores, our pious gpreat- 
grandmother in the Old Country 
would seek her favourite nook be- 
tween the cradle and the fireplace, 
and open up the well-thumbed 
“Tzennarenneh” (as the Hebrew ti- 
tle was pronounced in Yiddish) with 
its familiar woodcuts. Straightening 
her lace kerchief, she would settle 
down to follow the fortunes of the 
children of Israel in ancient times by 
reading from its careworn pages ab- 
out the weekly portion of the Tora. 

She shared the anguish of Sarah 
over Isaac's near-sacrifice: she hum- 
bly aspired to the selflessness of the 
Mother Rachel; she shed an inno- 
cent tear for young Joseph in the 
scorpion’s pit; shuddered over the 
grim details of the Egyptian bon- 


dage: exulted with Miriam at the 
crossing of the Red Sea; and found 
solace for the daily trials of golus 
(exile) in contemplating the spiritual 
rewards with which the matriarchs of 
the past together with the faithful 
mothers of all generations are bles- 
sed in the world to come.“ 


THE LANGUAGES IN which the 
Tora is interpreted, as well as the ” 
style in which it is done. may have 
changed radically in recent genera- 
tions. What doesnot change, howev- 
er, is the role of the portion of the 
week as a source of eternally re- 
newed inspiration and guidance for 
all.

14,34), “the kindness of nations is a 
sin,” but that in the modern Jewish 
state it is also impossible to sanctify 
the slogan: “It is a people that shall 
dwell alone. and shall not be reck- 
oned among the nations.” In this, he 
followed the path of his great men- 
tor, David Ben-Gurion. 

“Moshe.” as he was known by . 
many. exuded such an uncommon 
strength and radiated such a sense of 
almost super-human security to 
those around him that they — not he, 
the avowed pessimist - wanted to 
believe for a moment that if ever 
there were someone immortal. it is 
Moshe Dayan.

SINCE THE START. of the new 
government's negotiations with the 
Histadrat and the employers for a 
package deal to stop our raging 
hyper-inflation, the public has not 
heard a word about the most impor- 
tant necessary element of any such 
“deal” — that there must, during the 
transition, be several special cost-of- 
living payments, not computed 
according to the ordinary formula. 

This is necessary in order to pre- 
vent the existing from pro- 
ducing an economically ruinous 
jump in real wages. 

Instead of recognition of this ob- 
vious fact, we have been treated by 
the Histadrut representatives to 
ceaseless repetition of the phrase 
that “no agreement is possible that 
would touch in any way the existing 
cost of living mechanism.” 

Let us hope that this, on the face 
of it absurd, position is simply 
“negotiating tactics.” But does 


either the Histadrut or the govern- _ 


ment really believe that keeping the 
public in the dark is the best way of 
conducting a critical fight to rescue 
our monetary and price system from 
collapse? 

For let us sot delude ourselves: 
the eleventh hour for saving this 
system has now come, We frittered 
away every opportunity until a 
national unity government (or at 
least a government on friendly terms 
with the Histadrut) could tackle the 
problem, and such a government 
DOW exisIs.

EDGERTON HAS actually de- 
veloped two special sonar devices, a 
side-scanner with a‘ narrow beam 
that photographs as far as the sea 
bottom and the below bottom sonar. 
With the side-scanner he helped 1o- 
cate Henry VII's ship, the Mary . 
Rose in Portsmouth harbour, where 
remains were récently lifted, τα 
during a previous visit to Israel in 
1979, an Israeli Air Force belicopter 
which was lost at sea off Gaza. 

He considers his trip — his sixth to 
this country — as another stage in the 
development of his sonar device, 
which he said could quite easily be 


reduced to TV size, “but the mar- 
ket’s not big enough now to make it 
worthwhile for manufacturers.” Its 
biggest enemy is sand as the beam 
will not penetrate it. 

During his stay the group mapped 
the harbour installations and wreck- 
ed ships buried under the sea bottom 
in Caesarea and a recently disco- 
yered pre-historic village off the 
beach of Atlit. : 

The village. buried 10 metres - 
under the sea bottom, half a mile off 
shore, has been dated to 6,000 BCE 
and has yielded evidence of human 
habitation. It has also shown geog- 
raphers how far the shore bas re- 
ceded during the past few thousand 
years. 

Edgerton says that in its present 
state his sonar device, which easily 
loads onto a dinghy, can do shallow 
undersea-bottom research, “a com- 
promise between resolution and 
depth.” The images of what it finds 
are fairly clear, and while they don’t 
show up exact details, they give the 
explorers a good indication as to

The marvellous, yet for some

On a lighter note, singer Adi 
Etzion and pianist Jonathan Zak are 
presenting Barocabaret, a medley of 
works by Pergolesi, Vivaldi, Gersh- 
win and Kurt Weill. Not to be 
outdone, the Sinfonietta will stage a 
Weill evening — the Berlin Requiem, 
Pantomime, and Seven Sins. 

Another chamber music 
marathon is also in the works, as are 
three Music Evenings. Directed by 
Michael Haran, they feature cham- 
ber music masterpieces performed 
by some of our leading players. 


WHETHER YOU ike it or not, the 
traditional concert format implies a 
degree of stiffness. But, fortunately, 
those enthusiasts who prefer listen- 
ing to their music in a more genial 
atmosphere, during a friendly chat 
or over a glass of wine or 8 meal, 
need not feel dejected. They have 
not been forgotten. 

It is worth noting that the push for 
a more relaxed performing 
framework -- a relatively recent de- 
velopment here --came from the’ 
very core of our professional music 
establishment. 

In 1969, Noam Sheriff, composer, 
conductor, educator and golden boy 
of the local musical scene. inaugu- 
rated the 21:11 series at the Tel Aviv 
Tzavta. barely two city blocks from 
the Mann Auditorium. 

His concept, while simple enough. 
was revolutionary at the time — 
music-making free of rigid concert- 
ball trappings. of bow-ties and even- 
ing dress. The time itself, 11:11 a.m. 
on Saturday morning, before the 
family lunch, invited a relaxed atti- 
tude. Sheriff introduced the music τὸ 
be performed and questions and dis- 


; with the ., 


for the Moscow railway station, in- 
tending to travel by day train to 
Moscow. As they were boarding the 
train. KGB agents were waiting for 
them. Begun was held in custody, 
and questioned, for 22 hours without 
abreak. Then he was taken to Vladi- 
mir prison. 160km. east of Moscow. 
There. be was held for more than 11 
months. 

On March 1. 1983, while Begun 
was being held at Vladimir, refuse- 
niks in Moscow and Leningrad went 
on 2 one-day hunger strike on his 
behalf. I myself was, by chance, in 
Moscow that day, and heard many 
Jews speak of Begun’s kindness, his 
love of learning. his abilities as a 
teacher. his charm and his courage. 
In Ina Shlemova’s words two days 
later: “They thought they would 
punish Yosif without so many le 
being concerned. They didn’t think 
so many people would care. They 
told him, “Nobody will know about 
you.” 

On July 6, 1983. Ina Shlemova 
took the train to Vladimir. There she 
met the prison commandant, who 
told her that Begun would not be 
allowed to have his monthly parcel. 
due on July 14. Nor would he be 
permitted to buy food in the prison 
Wosk with his monthly allowance. 
According to the commandant, Be- 
gun had “broken the regulations™ 
while doing exercises during his daily 
walk. It appeared that during the 
walk. in the sweltering heat, Begun 
had taken off his shirt. It was this 
which was forbidden. 

During this visit on July 6, Ina 
Shiemova was neither allowed to see 
Begun nor to send him a letter. 

Ina Shlemova in Moscow, like 
Avital Shcharansky in Jerusalem, 
struggles against a regime which is 
unmoved by a wife's anguish. or by 
the loyalty of separation and adversi- 


cussion from the floor wer. encour- 
aged. Lengthy intermissions allowed 
ample time to meet friends in the 
lobby and savour good coffee and 
cake. 

“A very special audience came to 
our events, one that did not as a mule 
frequent regular concerts,” recalls 
Hanoch Hasson, Sheriff's assistant 
in those days. 

Uri Toeplitz. principal flautist 
with the Philharmonic for 34 years 
and an eminent musicologist. went a 
step further when he joined several 
colleagues to become the moving 
force behind the Yuval. 


Located in nearby Ramat Hashar- 
on and billed as both cafe and music- 
al venue, four nights weekly, the 
patrons/music-lovers sit at tables, 
enjoying food, drinks and conversa- 
tion. During the musical perform- 
ances, -bowener..the-lights -areudim, - 
med and the attentiye'silence-would 
give credit to mari’ a’ concert'tetl: 
When they are not performing, 
artists mingle with guests, and eat 
and drink for free (they collect no fee 
for performing). 

Yuval's oldtimers still enjoy the 
taste of the homemade pastries and 
soups prepared by the mother of Avi 
Avidov, the first manager. Avidov 
and the board of musicians had to 
deal with some unusual questions, 
such as whether an entrance fee 
should be charged (there is ἃ small 
one); what kind of food should be 
served and how long the intermis- 
sions should be. 

The idea cavght on. Once in ἃ 
while, even world-famous musicians 
would drop by to spend a free even- 
ing; the performances by Jean- 
Pierre Rampal and Yo Yo Ma are 
well remembered. : 

Some of the programmes remain 
unique to the Yuval -- unconvention- 
al chamber groups testing public 
Teaction; sight-reading jam sessions; 
artists trying out new pieces in adv- 
ance of concert tours. And where 
else can an able student, possibly a 
future leading performer, gain such 
invaluable experience in playing be- 
fore a public? 


With recent acquisition of a pro- 
fessional harpsichord and a better 
piano, the Yuval is ready to expand 
its activities. The two courses on the 
performance of old music it spon- 
sored proved a big success. So did 
the Independence Day celebration 
last spring — 28 hours of non-stop 
music. 

“The place was crowded through- 
out and at some points people had to 
be tumed away.” reports Hed Sella, 
the energetic music director. “Even 
during the dead summer months, 
there are no empty tables. Which is 
one way of saying that the Yuval is 
needed,” adds Avi Kluger, the 
administrative director, as he ack- 
nowledges the involvement of the 
Ramat Hasharon local council and 
its financial assistance. 
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ty. “Well. it's our life.” reflects 
Evgeni Lein, himself once a prison- 
er, and still today in refusal, “‘and we 
must struggle for freedom.” 

Evgeni Lein had been with Begun 
a few hours before Begun's arrest. 
He remembers how Begun had 
sensed that he would be arrested: 
“He spoke about it calmly and with 
self-respect.” 


ON OCTOBER 14, 1983, Yosif Be- 
gun, at the age of 51, was found 
guilty of “anti-Soviet agitation and 
propaganda,” and received the max- 
imum sentence, seven years in 
labour camp, to be followed by five 
years in exile: twelve years’ “de- 
privation of liberty.” 

Sent to a labour carnp near Perm, 
Begun was immediately subjected to 
a series of punishments. On April 
14, 1984 he was deprived of bis right 
to buy food at the labour camp store. 
On May 9 he was put into solitary 
confinement. Five days later he was 
taken out of solitary and transferred 


.to the labour camp's own prison. 


where he must remain untif Novern- 
ber, In this prison. no parcels are 
allowed. Says Ina Shlemova: “I have 
no idea why my Yosif is being perse- 
cuted in this way. Knowing him as 
well as I do, Lam certain in my mind 
that the fault is not his, but that he is 
deliberately being victimized by the 
camp authority.“ 

On Begun’s behalf, Ina Shlemova 
urges an end to his imprisonment. 
Her dream is an anniversary which 
could be celebrated, not by the pros- 
pect of yet another grim year of 
punishment, but by freedom: Be- 
gun's freedom to leave his labour 
camp and to be repatriated to Israel, 
the Jewish State in which he wishes 
80 fervently to live, but from which. 
today, he is so cruelly cut off.

THE TZAVTA concerts, too, seem 
to be gaining in vitality.

Although by now firmly a part of 
the musical establishment, “we are 
still the informal, intimate place,” 
insists Ariel Cohen. Tzavta’s music 
adviser.

On one 
account, though, there is no com- 
promise - the artistic quality must be 
Ofthe highestorder," Ὁ Ὁ “ 

Last year, concertgoers wit- 
nessed the--revival. of yet another 
musical venue, the Zionist Orga- 
nization of America House. Up to 
the late 1960s — when the museum 
and Tzavta moved to their new pre- - 
mises -- the ZOA auditorium was an 
important chamber music stage. La- 
ter, however, its fortunes fell. 

“It is mot easy to re-establish a 
music centre literally next door to 
the Mann Auditorium, the Tel Aviv 
Museum and Tzavta,” admits Judith 
Eshed, who ran last season's month- 
ly concerts. ‘The hall is old- 
fashioned. with lots of drapery and 
uncomfortable chairs, the house 
piano is nothing to rave about.” So 
she went for the unorthodox where- 
ver possible: the Friday night dates: 
Piquant repertoire; free wine during 
the intermission. 

Whether the re-emergence of 
ZOA on the musical map will last, 
Only time will tell. At any rate, a 
thorough renovation of the hall 
seems an inescapable prerequisite. 

So music-oriented Tel Avivians 
can keep their spirits up. Even if the 
upcoming winter doesn’t hold out 
quite the excitement and glamour of 
the European music festivals, it isn’t 
going to be boring, either.

monetary reform or to any package 
deal on wages, prices and taxes with 
the Histadrut.

A case of social injustice 
WITH the academic year about to begin, Israel's university 
students and faculties are not certain that their universities will 


in fact open for studies. Only the Technion has so far stated 
unequivocally that it will open and continue “‘until its money 


__ The various university administrations want to delay opening 
in protest against the budget cuts imposed by the government, 
and the students are fretting over the threat of sharply 


In recent years the universities have already had their 
budgets severely reduced. In addition, the Treasury has been 
slow in handing over even approved funds, causing additional 


What is plain is that the universities have become a conve- 
nient target for the axe-wielders. One principal reason is that in 
the last decade or so a strain of anti-inteliectualism has infected 
government, making academe easy prey. In addition the 
universities do not represent a huge constituency able to offer 
stiff political resistance, like other vested interest groups in the 
country. Nor do they preside over a system whose closure has 
immediate vast repercussions, like some of our other institu- 
tions, who, therefore, have the power to resist intervention. 

Instead the universities represent the future. That is always 
more easily mortgaged. They represent the development of the 
brain power that Israel must have, not only if it is to survive 
economically, but also physically in a world of push-button 
warfare. They represent modem culture which Israel must 
continually develop, if it is to be the centre and attraction of the 


Draining the universities of their resources, of their capacity 
to stand in or at least near the front-line of research, of their 
capacity to attract and keep young academic talent, of their 
capacity to provide ever more intellectual and professional 
opportunity for our young generation, should be the very last, 
and not the first target of budget cutting. 

Apart from the skewed values displayed by the government 
in its treatment of the universities, there is also a peculiar 
optical failure. All our politicians never fail to become pious 
when they intone the needs of our newly mustered-out soldiers. 
They talk about housing needs, about employment needs. 
What they do not talk about are educatidn needs. 

Now the university student bodies are precisely communities 
of mustered-out soldiers. Men and women. 

Many have served much ‘beyond the minimum period of 
military service. In addition they are usually obliged for long 
reserve stints even as they study. In no country in the world is 
the young generation so burdened by military duty which sets 
back their access to higher education and acquisition of the 
training and skills needed in modem society. And it could be 
argued that in some fields, the delay imposed by military 
service not only sets our young people back as compared with 
students overseas, but may pose an irreparable disability. 

Harassing these young people, who want to gain the tools 
needed for civilian careers, by limiting and weakening our 
universities should be seen for the social injustice that it is. 

It is due time that the Treasury and all the other government 
officials who tend to view the pticha age aie as some 

[sector rearrange their sights. They are toying 
with the lives of ex-soldiers, whom they set not harass ifthey 
called them by that term rather than students. And they are 
toying with the future welfare of the country, which they also 
would not touch if they felt accountable for it.

Prime antong these requests was 
the release of advanced technology 
that Israel needs, as well as a prom- 

* ise to open up the American military 
market to Israeli defence products, 
provided that these were competa- 
tive in quality and price. 

Weinberger did not give money. 
for this is the prerogative of Con- 
gress, but he did open up new ave- 
nues that could be financially benefi- 
cial to the Israeli defence establish- 
ment, and considerably lessen the 
burden on the defence budget, 
which currently consumes around 28 
per cent of the GNP, and over 40 per 
cent of Israel's overall budget. 

Israel's message to the secretary. 
was simple: the Arabs have un- 
limited human and financial re- 
sources; Israel is limited in both. 
While the Arab world is fragmented 
at present, there is no guarantee that 
this will remain’ the case, and Israel 
has to take into account the potential 
threat of a concerted attack by the 
confrontation states. 

But most important —and this part 
of the message was hammered home 
relentlessly - peace (or at least sta- 
bility) in the Middle East can only 
come about if Israel is perceived by 
the other side to be strong. Sadat, 
after all, did not come to Jerusalem 
because he was a Zionist, but be- 
cause he had come to believe that 
Israel could not be dealt with by 
military means.
